They moved on to two 
transfer of officers and 
managers for some res- 
taurants in town. After the 
board voted unanimously 
in favor of the Change of 
Officer and Change of Be- 
neficial Interest for the 99 
Restaurants at 144 Lowell 
St., board member Mi- 
chael McCoy recused him- 
self for the vote to trans- 
fer Manager of. Michael’s 
Place from Beera Ram to 
Jasbir S. Saini.

Seniors ask selectmen 
to sponsor warrant article

WILMINGTON — This 
past Monday, Dec. 16, 
members of the Wil- 
mington Elederly Ser- 
vices Commission gave 
a presentation advocat- 
ing for the construction 
of a new senior center 
at the Board of Select- 
men meeting. 

Among those present- 
ing were John Wallace 
(Chairman), Mark Ryan 
(Vice Chairman), Gail 
Protopapas, Robin Theo- 
dos, Mary D’Eon, and 
Pat Robarge. Addition- 
ally, two members of the 
focus group, Deborah 
Russo and Diane Allen, 
also spoke on behalf of 
the project. 

Among the reasons dis- 
cussed in favor of a new 
senior center building, 
many focused around 
the structural issues 
with the current build- 
ing. These include con- 
cerns such as potential 
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Asbestos in the walls, 
not enough parking, and 
handicap accessibility. 
The current building’s 
size was a primary topic 
of conversation, for 
there is not enough room 
currently to accom- 
modate all activities, or 
the growing senior popu- 
lation. 

This comes into play in 
terms of having to move 
equipment in and out, 
hosting certain events in 
different buildings, and 
capping the amount of 
people allowed to take 
part in certain pro- 
grams. Currently, 30 per- 
cent of Wilmington’s 
adult population is com- 
prised of seniors. 

The commission states 
that a new senior center 
would offer the opportu- 
nity for increased and 
updated physical space, 
as well as increased pro- 
gramming and services. 


In their presentation, | 


the commission looked 
to renovated or new sen- 


ior centers in other com- 
munities, specifically in 
Wakefield and Newbury- 
port, to compare to the 
current Buzzell Senior 
Center building, as well 
as to. demonstrate possi- 


ble expansions — that 
could be brought forth to 
Wilmington. 


After the presentation, 
the commission asked 
the board to sponsor an 
all-inclusive article for 
the 2020 annual Town 
Meeting. The article 
would include prelimi- 
nary engineering design, 
final design, construc- 
tion, and construction 
administration, virtually 
taking the project from 
conception to creation. 

They projected the proj- 
ect would cost about $8.75 
million. They propose 
Free Cash or the Capital 
Stabilization Fund should 
be used to fund it, for it 
would not impact the cur- 
rent tax rate.

This is the first in a two-part summary of the rights 
granted to all taxpayers. Here are the first five rights along 
with more information about each one: 

The Right to Be Informed. Taxpayers have the right to 
know how to comply with tax laws. They are entitled to 
clear explanations of the laws and IRS procedures. 
Taxpayers have the right to know about IRS decisions 
affecting their accounts with clear explanations of the 


outcomes. 


The Right to Quality Service. Taxpayers have the right to 
receive prompt, courteous and professional assistance when 
dealing with the IRS. They also have the right to speak with 
a supervisor about inadequate service. Communications 
from the IRS should be clear and easy to understand. 

The Right to Pay No More Than the Correct Amount of 
Tax. Taxpayers must pay only the amount of tax legally 
due. This includes interest and penalties. The IRS must 
apply all tax payments properly. 

The Right to Challenge the IRS’s Position and Be Heard. 
Taxpayers have the right to object to formal IRS actions or 
proposed actions. They can also provide justification with 
additional documentation. Taxpayers can expect the IRS to 
consider timely objections and documentation promptly 
and fairly. Taxpayers can expect a response when the IRS 
disagrees with the taxpayer’s position. 

The Right to Appeal an IRS Decision in an Independent 
Forum. Taxpayers are entitled to a fair and impartial 
appeal of most IRS decisions. This includes appealing 
certain penalties. Taxpayers have the right to receive a 
written response from the IRS regarding a decision. 
Taxpayers generally have the right to take their case to 


court.

I have heard a couple of 
questions over what the 
money goes towards and 
why WCTV is asking for 
funds now, but not in 
years past. 

WCTV is primarily fund- 
ed through cable subscrip- 
tions in town. Verizon and 
Comcast subscribers will 
often see a PEG fee at the 
bottom of the bill (PEG 
stands for Public, Edu- 
cational and Govern- 
mental programming). 
That’s the amount that 
comes back to Wilmington 
to fund local content. It’s 
not a lot in the grand 
scheme of your bill, but 
those dollars add up to 
help cover meetings, high 
school sports, community 
events and more. 

Now, cable subscriptions 
are dropping. The state 


keeps track of those fig- 
+ 


ures and here in Wilming- 
ton, there are 5-10 percent 
fewer cable households 
than there were three 
years ago (I don’t need to 
tell you, there are not 5-10 
percent fewer houses). 
Odds are, you know at 
least someone who has 
cut cable over the past 
couple of years. New 
streaming providers have 
entered the market, satis- 
fying many people’s en- 
tertainment needs. 

The issue is that WCTV 
is only funded through 
traditional cable subscrip- 
tions, not streaming and 
not the internet portion of 
your bill. So, as cable sub- 
scriptions drop, so does 
WCTV revenue. 

Years ago, WCTV could 
only be watched on tradi- 
tional cable. It was cater- 
ing only to the audience 
that financially supported 
the programming. But 
today, WCTV streams con- 

€ 


tent online, posts video- on 
social media and even has 
an app so you can watch on 
the go. Simply. put, WCTV 
is available everywhere, 
but our funding source has 
stayed the same. 

The station is supporting 
efforts at the State House 
that could change some of 
that. A bill would level the 
playing field for cable and 
streamers, making sure 
they’re held to the same 
standards. But that’s not 
happening anytime soon. 

So as we find ways to 
continue not just our pro- 
gramming, but also run- 
ning after-school youth 
programs, funding college 
scholarships and provid- 
ing space for town organi- 
zations, we’re seeking 
community assistance, 
especially among those 
cord-cutters out there who 
have also cut off a piece of 
our funding.

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The canal, the caskets and the apple: 
Willard de Lue wrote articles about 
Wilmington, Middlesex County

“Contrary to opinion pre- 
vailing in some quarters, I 
am not a phenomenal 
walker, though walking 
itself is something of a 
phenomenon in our time,” 
wrote Willard de Lue. 

A Boston Globe editor, he 
wrote a series on walking 
through Middlesex County 
in 1955, highlighting some 
old Wilmington landmarks. 

It was the Middlesex 
Canal that brought de Lue 
to Wilmington, but he soon 
discovered many attrac- 
tive features in the town. 
De Lue did not attempt to 
present an in-depth histo- 
ry of any of the points 
mentioned in his stories. 

His style was anecdotal, 
telling of his experiences 
exploring the historical 
area. He told of coming 
face-to-face with a fox, 
while eating lunch on a 
rock by the old canal near 
Butters Row. 

He wrote four articles on 
Wilmington’s casket lady, 

Dr. France Hiller. He told 
‘ of the 16 ice houses that 
once stood at Silver Lake. 
There were two on the 
Baldwin Apple, along with 
mentions of cranberries, 
hops, a poisoning case at 


Aunt Lizzie Blanchard’s, 
the Billerica-Wilmington 
airport and other tidbits 
of Wilmington. 

Another lunchtime ac- 
quaintance was a police- 
man wearing a badge that 
said Chief. Francis “Nif- 
ty” Hoban was at Hunt- 
ley’s Lunch in Wilmington 


Square. Nifty told -de Lue . 


the best place to see an 
undisturbed section of the 
canal was at Lake Street. 

De Lue discussed the 
history of the Baldwin 
Apple. Asa Sheldon wrote 
that it had been a wild 
tree taken from the woods 
in the south part of Wil- 
mington on land of James 
Butters on Wood Hill, and 
transplanted by William 
Butters. 

De Lue wrote that after 
studying a map, he won- 
dered if it might have 
been found in Burlington. 

“What a catastrophe in- 
deed if the Baldwin apple, 


Wilmington’s pride, really 


came from the next town!” 

‘He published a picture of 
the Butters farmhouse 
and the Baldwin Apple 
Monument, telling of the 
controversy regarding the 
discovery of the apple and 
the inscription on the 
monument. 


“This pillar, erected in 
1895 by the Rumford His- 
torical Association,” it 
read, “marks the estate 
where in 1793, Sam’l 
Thompson Esq., while lo- 
cating the line of the Mid- 
dlesex Canal, discovered 
the first Pecker apple tree, 
later named the Bald- 
win.” (Since changed — 
Ed.) 

Why, he wondered, did it 
give credit to Samuel 
Thompson? He __ then 
launched into a lengthy 
discussion of the history 
of the Baldwin apple. 

He stopped at the Canal 
House on Shawsheen Ave- 
nue, where the Gillis locks 
of the canal are buried. 
The “Widow Gillis” house 
served as a halfway stop- 
ping point on the canal. 

He walked down Main 
Street to Silver Lake, 
where 50 years earlier, he 
said, 60,000 tons of ice 
were harvested every sea- 
son. 

“Probably there are 
plenty of people around 
who can remember when 
the winter population con- 
sisted mainly of ice cut- 
ters,” he wrote. 

It had been a popular 
summer colony, but was 
now mainly a suburb of

Boston and Lowell. 

He went up the hill on 
Harnden Street to Glen 
Road, past the Elms, an 
old summer boarding 
house with a barn that he 
said still smelled like a 
barn. 

“From the big house, Glen 
Road descends to Lubber 
Brook, which comes along 


in a canal between two. 


houses, and passes under a 
stone bridge. 

“As I stood there, follow- 
ing the brook with my eye, 
a boy came across the 
road. He had on rubber 
boots and carried a rod. 

““How’s the fishing been?’ 
I asked him. 

“Rotten, so far, said he 
— he being John Bowen,

11 years old and still hope- 
ful of better luck. He went 
down the brookside path 
to where fish might be 
lurking, and I would have 
liked to go along. What 
fishing I have done was as 
a boy like him... . 

“Standing by Lubber 
Brook, John Bowen made 
those wonderful yester- 
days seem near in me 
again,” de Lue captioned 
a picture of the young 
fisherman. 

(Editor’s note: This was 
Jackie Bowen, outstanding 
WHS football player of the 
early 1960s, later a teacher 
at Shawsheen Tech. ) 

De Lue walked up Lake 
Street, “crossing the rail- 
road tracks on an old 
wooden hump-backed 
bridge” to find a short 
section of the old canal. 
He later proceeded to 


Shawsheen Avenue to see 


the aqueduct at the Bil- 
lerica line, which carried 
the canal over the Shaw- 
sheen River. - 


Willard de Lue worked 
for the Globe from 1907 to 
1967, serving as overnight 
editor and then as Sunday 


editor. In 1946, he went to 


the Vatican for the eleva- 
tion of Francis Cardinal 
Spellman. That launched 
a new dynamic to his jour- 
nalism career: travel writ- 
ing. 

During the next 20 years, 
he traveled to and wrote 
about many countries. He 
wrote many articles about 
his walks around Ireland. 
In the spring and summer, 
he would write about 
walking through many 
areas around Boston. 

His articles on Wilming- 
ton were published in the 
Globe on May 11, 13, 22, 
23; 25, 29 and 30 and June 
1, 3 and 5, 1955. The Mid- 
dlesex County series be- 
gan in April 1955 and con- 
tinued into the summer.

Baker-Polito Administration announces 
income tax rate dropping to five percent 


BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration an- 
nounced that the state’s 
Part B individual income 
tax rate will be reduced 
from 5.05 percent to five 
percent effective Jan. 1, 
2020. This upcoming tax 
cut represents the con- 
clusion of the statutory 
process laid out in a 2002 
state law to lower the in- 
come tax rate to five per- 
cent based on certain 
state revenue milestones, 
and will return $88 mil- 
lion in Fiscal Year 2020 

-and approximately $185 
million in Fiscal Year 
2021 to taxpayers. 

“Starting in January, 

the income tax rate will 


be the lowest it has been. 


in decades, allowing Mas- 
sachusetts taxpayers to 
be able to keep more of 
their hard-earned mon- 


ey,” said Governor Char- | 


lie Baker. “Our Adminis- 
tration is working to keep 
the Commonwealth’s eco- 
nomy strong while main- 
taining fiscal discipline 
and now we are finally 
making happen what vot- 
ers called for almost 20 
years ago.”

Reps Moulton and Trahan introduce legislation 
to protect Essex National Heritage Area 


WASHINGTON — Rep- 
resentatives Seth Moulton 
(D-MA) and Lori Trahan 
(D-MA) introduced. the 
Essex National Heritage 
Area Permanency Act. On 
Sept. 30, 2021, the Essex 
National Heritage Area’s 
authorization is set to sun- 
set — meaning Essex 
Heritage will exist in 
name only, without any 
federal funding to operate 
in current form. The bill 
would eliminate the sun- 
set provision and the total 
funding cap for the Essex 
National Heritage Area. 

“People tell me all the 
time they’d like to see their 
government run more like 
a business. Any responsi- 
ble business leader who 
saw their $20 million 
investment generate more 
than $150 million in return, 
with the added benefit of 
employing thousands of 
people, would double 
down,” Moulton: said. “It 
would be foolish to let the 
Essex National Heritage 
Area’s authorization 
expire. This is a jobs bill 
and a heritage bill, and 
we’re going to fight to get 
it passed.” 

“From Lawrence to Ha- 
verhill to Andover to Glou- 
cester, the Essex National 
Heritage Area has helped 
our region develop and 
grow to the benefit of Bay 
Staters and visitors alike. 
Permanently renewing the 
authorization of this cru- 
cial funding is necessary 
for the continued growth 
of the 34 cities and towns 
within the region. This is 


also a smart investment. 
Studies show that every $1 
Congress invests in a 
National Heritage Area 


leads to $5.50 in local eco- 


nomic activity. I look for- 
ward to working with 
Congressman Moulton to 
see this important legisla- 
tion signed into law,” 


- Trahan said. 


Annie Harris, the Direc- 
tor of the Essex National 
Heritage Area said: 

“We are thrilled to have 
Congressman. Moulton 


and Congresswoman Tra-. 


han’s support and en- 
dorsement for our work — 
and to know that they are 
looking out for the wellbe- 
ing of the national her- 
itage area.

Since it was created in 
1996, Congress has been 
authorized to invest. up to 
$17 million in the Area. 
The original legislation 
had a sunset of 2012 for 
when the Essex Heritage 
could receive funding. 
Congressman Moulton se- 
cured an extension to 2021 
with a previous bill.

over the course of its life. 
Essex Heritage uses these 
to engage the 
region’s residents and vis- 
itors in the country’s past, 
and to prepare young peo- 


’ ple for the future. 


For example, Essex He- 
ritage runs historic and 
cultural education pro- 
grams for residents, visi- 
tors and schools. It has a 
summer jobs program 
that employs young peo- 
ple at two National Park 
Sites that teaches them 
trade-based skills and 
civic responsibility. And it 
maintains the region’s 
Essex Coastal.Scenic By- 
way program which 
brings tourists to the 
region’s historic towns 
and cities. 

Earlier this year, Moul- 
ton worked to raise the 
funding cap as part of The 
Natural Resources Man- 
agement Act, a sweeping 
public lands bill which has 
since become law. The 
critical legislation in- 
creased the amount of 
funding the National He- 
ritage Area can receive 
but it did not end the sun- 
set. 

National Heritage Areas 
are Congressionally-des- 
ignated places where “na- 
tural, cultural, and _his- 
toric resources combine to 
form a_ cohesive, na- 
tionally important land- 
scape.” 

The National Heritage 
Area program is affiliated 
with the National Park 
Service, and there are cur- 
rently 55 heritage areas

across the USA. Unlike 
National Parks, most Na- 
tional Heritage Areas are 
within large communities 
and managed by independ- 
ent, local nonprofits that 
receive funds from the fed- 
eral government through 
the Park Service. Research 
from the Park Service indi- 
cates every $1 Congress 
invests -in a_ National 
Heritage Area leads to 
$5.50 in local economic 
activity. ; 

Federal investments in 
the Essex National Heri- 
tage Area are typically 
used as seed money for 
private sector’ invest- 
ments. According to Essex 
Heritage, the group has 
raised three times the 
amount it receives from 
Congress in private in- 
vestments. Congress put 
caps on spending and an 
expiration date on Na- 
tional Heritage Areas 
when. it created them in 
1996 because the idea that 
National Heritage Areas 
would work as designed 
was unproven. 

Since then, studies from 
the National Park Service 
and several non-govern- 
ment economists have 
shown overwhelmingly that 
National Heritage Areas 
are smart investments. For 
example, Congress’s invest- 
ment in the Essex National 
Heritage Area supports 
about 2,000 jobs and gener- 
ates more than $150 million 
in local economic activity. 
That economic activity 
leads to $14.3 million in tax 
revenue.

_ December weather. 

Seasonal plants are a 
great way to liven up your 
holiday decor and make 
great gift ideas for that 
“hard to buy for” person 
on your shopping list. 

The traditional favorite is 
the Poinsettia. The. large 
“blossoms” of the Poin- 
settia are actually part of 
the foliage of the plant, and 
come in an array of holi- 
day colors like bold red, 
creamy white and pink. 
Newer cultivate varieties 
offer the variegated pink 
foliage of the Marbled vari- 
ety, red with white dots of 
the Jingle Bell variety, 
even new colors like purple 
of the Sugar Plum variety. 

Although Poinsettias are 
synonymous with the win- 
ter holiday season, they

are actually a tropical 
plant and can not tolerate 
cold temperatures. 
Poinsettias have been ru- 
mored to be toxic to pets 
and humans, but accord- 
ing to studies done by the 
Mayo Clinic, consuming 
Poinsettias is almost ne- 
ver serious or toxic. Acci- 
dental consumption can 
cause mild stomach irrita- 
tion with vomiting or diar- 
rhea, or a mild skin rash. 
Some people may be more 
sensitive than others. 
Reactions to Poinsettias 
are more severe for peo- 
ple who have latex aller- 
gies because latex and Po- 
insettias share several of 
the same proteins. 
However, another holi- 
day standard, Mistletoe, 
can be fatal if consumed. 
Mistletoe dates back to 
pre-Christian era as a 
symbol of male fertility. It 
became popular in Christ- 
mas celebrations during 
the Victorian era. 
Victorian tradition states 
that a man was allowed to 
kiss any woman standing 
under the Mistletoe, and 
bad luck would fall upon 
any woman who would 
refuse the kiss. 
The tradition of Mistle- 
toe is still practiced today, 


but retailers now sell arti- 
ficial mistletoe in place of 
the toxic real Mistletoe. 

Another traditional holi- 
day plant is the Christmas 
Cactus. This common Af- 
rican houseplant, also cal- 
led Schlumbergera, blooms 
in winter, usually during 
the Thanksgiving to Christ- 
mas season, but will often 
bloom again at another 
time of year. The Christ- 
mas cactus prefers indi- 
rect sunlight and will not 
tolerate outdoor, winter 
temperatures. 

A new holiday favorite 
plant is the Amaryllis. 
Amaryllis are sold in bulb 
form, and often comes as a 
“do it yourself kit,” or pre- 
planted in a decorative con- 
tainer. This quick growing 
bulb takes about four weeks 
to mature, and blooms best 
during the holiday season. 
The large almost lily-like 
flower comes in festive col- 
ors like red, white and pink. 
There is even a red and 
white “Candy Cane” vari- 
ety, perfect for holiday 
decor. 

The Amaryllis enjoys be- 
ing near a sunny window, 
but not in direct sunlight. 

Paperwhites are another 
winter bulb plant gaining 
popularity in recent years. 


A close relative to the Daf- 
fodil, Paperwhites have a 
similar head shape, but 
smaller. Like the Amary]l- 
lis, they come in bulb 
form, and are quick to 
grow. Paperwhites are ex- 
tremely fragrant, adding 
a lovely touch to any home 
during the holidays. 
Cyclamen is meditranian 
transplant that has be- 
come an American winter 
favorite. The Cyclamen 
has delicate blossoms that 
come in shades of red, 
white, pink and plum. This 
plant can be rather tem- 
peramental when it comes 
to temperature. It does not 
tolerate temps below 50 
degrees F, but also does 
not thrive in temperatures 
‘much higher than 68. de- 


grees F, preferring indi- 


rect light. 

The bright red and white 
blooms of the Christmas 
Azalea with dark green 
foliage blooms well in the 
winter months. It enjoys 
relatively cool tempera- 
tures (not much above 68 
degrees F') and does not 
like direct sunlight, mak- 
ing it easy to care for in 
winter months. 

The Ivy plant has been 
considered a Christmas 
tradition throughout the 


world for hundreds of 
years. Proof of this is in 
the Christmas carol clas- 
sic “The Holly and the 
Ivy,” published in 1710. 

The decorative Ivy plant 
is easy to maintain and 
provides lush, green fo- 
liage year round. Ivy likes 
to be moist, but not wet, 
preferring a water mist 
several times a week. 

After the holiday season 
has ended, and our fa- 
vorite Christmas blooms 
are gone, most people 
don’t know what to with a 
non flowering Poinsetta or 
Amaryllis. 

According to The Far- 
mer’s Almanac, to rejuve- 
nate your Poinsettia for 
next year’s holiday season, 
move it outside during the 
summer months (when 
there is no chance of tem- 
peratures falling below 50 
degrees F), and prune it 
back to keep it compact 
and bushy. 

To initiate flowering, Po- 
insettias need long nights 
of complete darkness 
starting in early October. 
Cover your plants with a 
cardboard box, or keep it 
in a closet from 5 p.m. un- 
til 8 a.m. each day and 
water sparingly. Buds will 
form by early December,

then you can stop the 
“dark treatment” and dis- 
play your plant for the hol- 


‘idays once again. 


After the blooms pass on 
your Amaryllis or Paper- 


whites, keep it as a foliage 


plant until the leaves start 
to yellow. Remove dying 
foliage and store the bulbs 
in a paper bag in a cool, 
darkplace for 8-10 weeks. 
When new growth starts 
to appear, re-pot and re- 
turn to light for another 
blooming cycle. 

Keep in mind that most 
of these holiday plants are 
actually tropical, so it is 
imperative to cover foliage 
and blossoms from the 
cold, December air when 
transporting from retail- 
ers or bringing to some- 
one's home as a gift. 

Paper sleeves provided 
by retailers work well, but 
a large, plastic bag closed 
at the top with staples or 
tape works best. Once 
safely indoors, remove the 
plastic or paper bag. 

This holiday, bring a 
breath of spring to your 
holiday decor and gift giv- 
ing by “Decking the Halls” 
with more than just Holly! 
Enjoy these winter favorite 
plants for the holiday sea- 
son and all winter long!

Even with snow on the 
ground, the deCordova 
Sculpture Park and Mu- 
seum is a lovely place to 
explore, wander and ab- 
sorb art while also soak- 
ing in the beauty of the 
outdoors. 

All ages, young and old, 
can enjoy the property on 
its own, or combine with 
an indoor museum visit. 
The sculpture park is de- 
signed in a self-guided 
manner and visitors expe- 
rience the juxtaposition of 
art and nature on the 30 
acre site in Lincoln 
through its stunning lay- 
out. 

The park is_ family 
friendly and has interpre- 
tive panels which explain 
the artist, the medium 
and intent of each piece. 
QR codes on the panels 
provide visitors additional 
information about the ar- 
tist and artwork with the 
click of a mobile phone. 

Some pieces need no ex- 
planation, others might 
challenge your notion of 
art. One large work looks 
like Harry Potter’s sorting 
hats, giant hearts have 
everyday objects embed- 
ded in them upon closer 
examination, and a giant 
musical “fence” welcomes 
visitors to use sticks to 
clang out a beat. 


deCordova even offers a 
snowshoe tour of the 
grounds for those wishing 
to combine a workout with 
their art experience! 

On the day we visited, we 
wandered the landscape 
and saw sculptures and 
installations as we round- 
ed each corner. It was a 
journey of discovery. Most 
of the sculptures are giant 
scale but do not detract 
from the landscape. Some 
are tucked in to the woods, 
some surround the patio, 
and some tumble down to 
the river. Dogs on leash 
are welcomed on the prop- 
erty, but please clean up 
after your pet. 

The deCordova also has 
an indoor museum which 
houses a large contempo- 
rary art exhibit, a muse- 
um store, a preschool, and 
hosts public and private 
events. The museum is 
newly part of the Trustees 
of Reservations, a land 
conservancy in Massachu- 
setts. Trustees members 
enjoy free admission. 

There is no cost to wan- 
der the park outside, but 
there is.admission to the 
museum. Military and 
senior discounts are avail- 
able. Over 3,500 pieces are 
part of the permanent col- 
lection, comprising multi- 
ple mediums, focusing 
heavily on photography 
and featuring a_ large 
holding of New England 
artists, primarily from the 


1950s to present day. 

The museum was the for- 
mer estate of Julian and 
Elizabeth deCordova. 
deCordova was interested 
in art from an early age 
and traveled the world 
collecting items he fan- 
cied. In 1930 he gifted the 
estate to the Town of Lin- 
coln with the stipulation 
that it be an art museum 
for all to enjoy. 

According to the muse- 
um’s website, while the 
deCordova’s own collec- 
tion was not found to be 
valuable, the museum 
space, under the guidance 
of the Museum of Fine 
Arts Boston, was able’ to 
fill a void in the New Eng- 
land art scene as a home 
for contemporary art, spe- 
cifically that which was 
locally created. 

Whether your taste in art 
is classical or modern, 
photography, painting or 
sculpture, the deCordova is 
a lovely place to visit. The 
café and museum store 
offers a nice respite and 
many unique gifts could 
fill your holiday shopping 
list without trudging to a 
mall.

Origin and 
Cause Determination 

Fire investigators work 
to first determine the point 
of origin of a fire and then 
its cause. Once they are 
able to determine the 
point of origin, they often 
rely on witness statements 
to identify the possible 
sources of ignition at that 
point and then work to sys- 
tematically eliminate each 
one, until they are left with 
only one most probable 
cause. 

Fire investigators are 
trained to examine a fire 
scene by going from the 
minimum amount of burn 
damage to the point or

points with the maximum 
amount of burn damage. 
The rationale being that 
the fire has been burning 
longest where the most 
damage is and that is 
often where the fire be- 
gan. In addition, they 
learn to analyze burn pat- 
terns that can reveal how 
the fire spread and how 
long it burned. They learn 
how to effectively collect 
evidence samples, how 
and when to avail them- 
selves of resources such 
as accelerant-detection 
canines, state police fire 
investigators in the Office 
of the State Fire Marshal, 
and_ technical experts 
such as electricians.

Coach of the Year: Rob Ma

WILMINGTON - When 
considering the remark- 
able job that Wilmington 
High Boys Tennis coach 
Rob Mailey did this past 
season, you have to look 
beyond just the win/loss 
record. If you look solely 
at the Wildcats 6-12 record 
you might not be that 
impressed at first glance. 
But when you consider 
the roster that Mailey 
guided to that record, 
which included a second 
place finish in the 
Middlesex League 
Freedom Division and the 
Wildcats first state tour- 
nament berth since 2015, a 
6-12 record suddenly 
seems amazing. 

Which is not to dispar- 
age the players on the 
Boys Tennis team this 
past season. It was a ros- 
ter stocked with some up 
and coming talented 
young players. But that is 
precisely the point. This 
was not just a young 
team, this was an 
extremely young team, 
with only one senior, no 
juniors and three sopho- 
mores. The Wildcats No. 
1 singles player was a 
freshman, and the rest of 
the team was made up of 
seventh .and_ eighth 
graders playing at the 
varsity level. 

But somehow, Mailey, 
who is in his tenth-year as 
head coach of _ the 
Wildcats, coaxed, cajoled 
and prodded six wins out 
of this raw but talented 
squad, earning them that 
elusive state tournament 
bid. It is for that reason, 
in addition to classy 
method in which Mailey 
went about getting the 
most out of his team, that 
he has been selected as 
the 2019 Wilmington Town 
Crier Coach of the Year. 

For Mailey, who has 
been a tireless advocate 
of tennis not just at 
Wilmington High School, 
here in town as a whole, 
being selected as Coach of 
the Year, was special for 
many reasons. 

“I feel extremely hon- 
ored to be mentioned in 
the same breath as the 
previous recipients of this 
award. It really means a 
lot to me. I love the other 
coaches at Wilmington 
and they all do a wonder- 
ful job. I know that tennis 
is a little more of a low 
profile sport, so if this can 
help promote tennis in 
Wilmington, that makes 
me even happier.” 

It's no surprise that one 
of Mailey's first thoughts 
when winning an individ- 
ual award was of how it 
could benefit all of

seems to fit his humble 
personality to deflect 
credit elsewhere. But if 
Mailey is not willing to 
take full credit for his 
accomplishments, those 
around him are certainly 
willing to do it for him. 
Wilmington Girls Tennis 
coach Matt Hackett, who 
has known Mailey since 
he was the head coach at 
North Andover back in 
2002, says that Mailey 
deserves every accolade 
he gets. 

“What Rob has done the 


past couple of years to get’ 


the most out of his players 
has been nothing short of 
amazing, taking basically 
a middle school lineup 
and getting them to the 


state tournament,” 
Hackett said. “That’s 
what makes a= great 


coach, is the ability to get 
the most out of his players 
and Rob is a master at 
doing that.” 

Getting the most out of 
his lineup was especially 
important this season, as 
was Mailey's ability fo 
make a lineup mixed with 
a combination of middle 
school and high school 
students. It could have 
been a volatile mix, with 
older players who had put 
in their time at high 
school level expecting to 
play at the varsity level 
over middle schoolers or 
freshman who had not 
been with the team as 
long. 

But with talented young 
players like freshman 
Anay Gandhi earning the 
No. 1 singles spot, while 
seventh . graders Anuj 
Gandhi and Owen 
Mitchell also earned key 
roster spots, Mailey had 
to navigate what could 
have been an uneasy situ- 
ation. 

“It’s a tough balance as 
a coach, but I feel very 
blessed to have a group of 
kids with such a mature 
attitude,” Mailey said. “I 
give (senior captain) 
Chris Spinazola a lot of 
credit for that, but also 
(sophomore) Colby 
Scaplen. These two kids 
reached out to the middle 
school kids and made 
them feel welcome. They 
made my job a lot easier.” 

Hackett was tremen- 
dously impressed with 
how Mailey handled his 
roster. 

“He took what could 
have been a tough situa- 
tion, mixing middle 
school kids and high 
school kids and he made 
it work. There is an ego 
thing involved where a 
middle school kid is 
potentially taking a high 
school kid’s spot, and that 
could be tough to deal 
with,” Hackett said. “A 
lot of the credit for that 


goes to the kids and Rob 
will tell you that, but he is 
the leader and he makes it 
work." 

Mailey's approach to his 
team this season as well 
as throughout his career 
is why other coaches, 
including Hackett speak 
so highly of him. 

“My respect level for 
him is through the roof. It 
is a privilege to be able to 
coach in the same pro- 
gram as him,” Hackett 
said. “He has taught me 
so much and he has also 
become a very good 
friend. I would not be the 
coach I am today without 
Rob. And that is not just 
lip service, I mean that 
from the bottom of my 
heart. I rely on him a lot 
for advice and he has 
been a great mentor.” 


FOR THE LOVE OF 
THE GAME 


The fact that Mailey has 
such a great handle on 
how to manage a team 
should probably come as 
no surprise to those who 
know his tennis back- 
ground. This is a man 
who has dedicated almost 
his entire life to playing 
and teaching the game of 
tennis, and rest assured 
he is very grateful for the 
opportunity to do what he 
does every day. 

Mailey played varsity 
tennis all four years at 
Masconomet __ Regional 
High School, graduating 
in 1969. He played dou- 
bles in his freshman year 
and then first singles his 
sophomore through senior 
seasons, helping to lead 
Masco to the Cape Ann 
League title all four years 
of his career. He left 
Masco with the all-time 
record for most wins in 
his career, although 
Mailey is not sure if he 
still is the record holder. 

He then moved on to 
have a great tennis career 
at Beloit College in Beloit, 
Wisconsin, playing varsi- 
ty tennis all four years 
and earning Midwest 
Conference All-Star hon- 
ors in his junior and sen- 
ior seasons, while serving 
as captain in his senior 
season of 1973. 

He continued his tennis 
career when he _ was 
named the club pro at 
Willows (Indian Ridge) 
Country Club in Andover 
in 1977, and 42 years later 
he is still teaching tennis 
to members of all ages at 
the club. While maintain- 
ing his position at Indian 
Ridge, he also served as 
the club pro at North 
Andover Country Club for 
17 years before leaving 
that position in 2016. 

Meanwhile, he was co- 
head coach at North 
Andover High School

under Kevin Welch and is 
now a third grade teacher 
at the North Street School 
in Tewksbury, as well as 
23-year old twins Robbie 
and Amanda.
